4 Fireman Die 
in Blast at 
Atlanta 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) - Four 


firemen were killed when an 
explosion 
ripped 
through 
a 


burning downtown restaurant, 
trapping them in a basement 
inferno as the floor was blown 
from under them. 


"There were guys in there 


screaming for help" said a fire- 
man, his face flecked with 
blood, who was standing at the 
front of the building when the 
blast occurred. "We scrambled 
down in there and got some of 
them. Some we just couldn't 
get to." 


The four they couldn't rescue 


were Capt. L. B. Grady, 30, and 
firemen V. J. Crider, 30, H. 
Howard Beck, 30, and C. D. 
Fernander, 26. 


Their bodies were removed 


early Sunday by their com- 
rades from the wreckage of the 
gutted three-story structure. 


It was the worst loss of life 


the department has suffered 
since six Atlanta firemen were 
killed in 1925. 


A 
department 
spokesman 


said a special memorial service 
will be held for them this week. 


Twenty three other fire fight- 


ers were injured in the blast 
Saturday night. Seven of them 
remain hospitalized, all in sat- 
isfactory condition. 


The explosion occurred about

Bomb Blasts 
Saigon Tax 
Office 


SAIGON (AP) — A heavy ex- 


plosion destroyed the Saigon 
tax office building tonight in 
downtown Saigon. It apparently 
was set off by a bomb. 


Initial reports from rescue 


workers said five Vietnamese 
were killed and 12 others in- 
jured. 


About 45 minutes after the 


explosion, a huge chunk of the 
roof and a wall collapsed, bury- 
ing at least one rescue work- 
er. He was polled later from 
the debris seriously hurt. 


Firemen and police, aided by 


South Vietnamese and Ameri- 
can military policemen, sought 
to control confusion at 
the 


scene as the heaviest storm of 
the month-old monsoon ham- 
mered the city. 


The interior- of the two-story 


concrete building, a block from 
the old U.S. Embassy, was de- 
stroyed and the roof blown out 
by the blast. The building next 
door also was heavily dam- 
aged. 


In the ensuing confusion after 


the collapse of the wall and 
roof, South Vietnamese police- 
men began firing M16 rifles 
and other weapons at random 
and created a 
brief 
panic 


among spectators huddled in. 
nearby doorways. 


The people ran, some falling 


on the slippery sidewalks, in 
the belief that they were being 
fired on by the police. 


The last bomb explosion in 


Saigon was April 8 when a 44- 
pound explosive wrecked a pop- 
ular discotheque crowded with 
American GIs and Vietnamese 
on the city's waterfront. The 
blast at the CBC night club, 
which was attributed to Viet 
Cong terrorists, killed one 
American and one Vietnamese 
woman and wounded 12 GIs 
and four Vietnamese. 


The building destroyed by the 


explosion tonight houses the tax 
offices for Saigon, and 
the 


nearby suburbs of Gia Dinh 
and Khanh Hoi. It was not 
known whether anyone was 
working in the building at the 
time of the blast. 
Gas-Leak Firo 
Put Out Quickly

Hijacked Jet 
Held in Cuba 
for 2 Days 


MIAMI, Fla. (AP) - Pan 


American 
World 
Airways 


spokesmen said today they had 
no idea when 69 persons hi- 
jacked to Havana Saturday aft- 
ernoon would be released. 


"We've heard nothing," said 


Miami public relations chief 
Bob Bonay. The airline said it 
is trying to determine the rea- 
son for what it termed an un- 
usual though not unprecedented 
period of delay. 


The Boeing 707 was hijacked 


while en route to Miami from 
Caracas. 


The release of the four-engine 


Boeing-built jet, its 60 passen- 
gers and nine crew members, 
had been expected Sunday, offi- 
cials of the airline and the Fed- 
eral 
Aviation Administration 


said. 


A Pan Am spokesman in New 


York said the airline was "anx- 
ious about the inconvenience of 
the passengers but we are not 
yet alarmed about the delay." 


A State Department spokes- 


man in Washington said, "We 
have been in touch with Pan 
Am officials. We have a report 
from the Swiss Embassy, which 
represents us in Havana, and 
they said all the passengers 
and crew are doing well." 


The spokesman said the crew 


and passengers were staying in 
a hotel and the Swiss Embassy 
had been requested to keep the 
United States informed. 


The Pan Am spokesman said 
the plane was being held in Ha- 
vana an "unusual period of 
time," but said it was not un- 
precedented, adding that a pre- 
viously hijacked jet was de- 
layed 36 hours. 


Meanwhile, it was reported 


that those aboard Flight 442 
were taken on a bus tour of 
ftfernief Fidel Castro's capital 
Sunday. 


The fate of the hijacker was 


unknown. The hijacking report- 
edly was the work of one man 
who wielded a pocket knife and 
seized a woman passenger as a 
hostage to gain entrance to the 
cockpit and divert the aircraft.

iArkansas Supreme Court unani- 
mously threw out today the con- 
tempt of court conviction of Mi- 
qhael Morrow, 19, of Little 
Bock, for refusing to obey Cir- 
suit Court Judge Russell C. 
Hoberts' order to get a haircut. 
z Roberts of Conway had sen- 
tenced Morrow to 30 days on the 
gounty penal farm for declining 
tp get a haircut after the judge 
ordered him last December to 
get one. 
, Morrow had told the judge 
tjiat he was a musician and that 
the length of his hair, which 
came down to near his shoul- 
ders, was "more or less a re- 
quirement." 


The youth, formerly a student 


at State College of Arkansas, 
has been subpoeaned to testify 
in the embezzlement trial of for- 
mer SCA cashier Robert Pru- 
itt. 


Morrow did not appear on 


time. He explained that he had 
called the prosecuting attor- 
ney's office and told a secretary 
.that he had no transportation. 
He was told to stand by for 
instructions, he said. 


He waited, but no further in- 


structions were received. 


When Morrow did not appear 


in court, an officer was sent to 
his home, where he was taken 
into custody and delivered to 
the court in Conway.

He was re- 
leased on bond pending his ap- 
peal after spending a night in 
jail last December. 


On the haircut issue, the Su- 


preme Court said that contempt 
of court is a judicial power that 
should never be exercised "ex- 
cept in those cases where the 
necessity is plain and unavoid- 
able" and necessary to preserve 
the authority or "dignity of the 
court. 


"The record before us is de- 


void of any showing that the 
appearance of the respondent 
created a plain and unavoidable 
necessity that he be punished in 
order to protect the authority of 
the court," said the Supreme 
Court opinion by Associate Jus- 
tice Lyle Brown. 


"Nor is there any evidence of 


an effront to the dignity of the 
court," Brown wrote. "If his ap- 
pearance created any disturb- 
ance whatsoever, it is not re- 
vealed in the record."

the program together. It han- 
dled it well, all things consid- 
ered. 


This year's race, with some 


many spectacular pileups and 
crashes that even demolition 
derby fans would have relished 
the carnage, was something 
else. 


There was even a suspense 


story within the coverage. ABC 
sportscaster 
Chris Schenkel, 


scheduled to do the running 
commentary on the race, was a 
passenger in the pace car when 
it crashed into a photographers' 
stand at the start of the race. 
McKay lost his cool and was so 
concerned about the fate of the 
car's occupants that he ignored 
the race. Jackie Stewart, the 
Scottish race driver serving as 
expert, calmly took over the 
running report. 


Later, looking shaken, Schen- 


kel appeared briefly on camera 
and said he was okay but was 
quitting work for the day. 


That meant McKay—the col- 


or man—had to leap into the 
gap on an emergency basis. He 
did very well, with substantial 
help from Stewart.

In a nation which has suf- 


fered an uncommon amount 
of dry weather lately (22

drought). G e o r g e Watche- 
taker is as absurd but none- 
theless as w e l c o m e as a 
Nor'easter out of Oklahoma. 
Full-blooded Comanche, and 
looking every drop of it, he 
has been called on twice this 
spring to make rain—and 
done it, for all to see and 
wetness, both times. 


In Wichita Falls, Tex., at 


the invite of the local news- 
paper, he brought moisture 
to one of the driest cities in 
the nation. And hardly had 
observers (and dumbfounded 
meteorologists) gotten over 
that than he traveled to a 
South Florida shopping 
center where, billed as Chief- 
Rain-in-the-Face, the phen- 
omenon prevailed again.

Otherwise, 
like 
so many 


angry Indians today, he'd be 
out on the social warpath. 
Born in a tent under the 
scrutiny of Fort Sill Indian 
agents, he remembers being 
spanked in school if he ever 
spoke his native Comanche 
language. He grew up among 
men and women whose once 
fierce spirit had been broken 
by government paternalism 
and mismanagement. He was 
cuffed about by Indians who 
would drink for lack of any- 
thing else to do. He was 
housed in a shack, fed with 
federal s u r p l u s , and poor 
from his first breath on. 
Even his name is the stuff of 
privation; he says it means 
"go run good" and roots to 
the day when grandmother 
hid in the fields from a cav- 
alry raiding force. 


Yet there seems little bit- 


terness about him. He is no 
m i l k s o p to be sure ("I 
learned a long time ago I 
either had to be Indian or 
white man and I damn sure 
didn't want to be white"), 
but he has no open wounds. 
He knows people chuckle 
at his rain ritual, he has even 
accepted them calling him 
"chief," but he endures it for 
two reasons: One, some 
money and notoriety ("ev- 
erybody likes to be famous") 
and, two, "Maybe I have a 
chance here to teach the 
white 
man 
some 
Indian 


tradition." 


The teaching is as simple 


as George Watchetaker is 
simple: Never ask for things 
not needed.

Could all of my problems be 
caused by taking too much 
vitamin A or is it the sclero- 
derma? 


Dear Reader—If a l i t t l e 


is good more may not be 
better. There is such a thing 
as vitamin A toxicity. More 
often it occurs in children 
and the symptoms disappear 
w h e n the v i t a m i n A is 
stopped. The symptoms are 
about as you describe for 
chronic toxicity. 


The daily requirement is 


only 5,000 units and of course 
you can take a great deal 
more than that, but exces- 
sively large doses should be 
avoided. A massive intake of 
vitamin A can cause acute 
poisoning, including nausea, 
vomiting, headache and near 
coma. This can come from 
eating polar bear liver which 
contains two million units in 
four ounces. But I doubt you 
will be eating much polar 
bear liver. 


Many people have asked 


about the danger of getting 
too much iron or vitamins 
and if vitamins from health 


are better. The 
for vitamins is 


for people who have a poor 
diet or some illness prevent- 
ing the normal utilization of 
food. Occasionally s u p p l e - 
mental iron is indicated, par- 
ticularly in menstruating 
women. Most people who eat 
right will not get any addi- 
tional benefit from popping 
down a h a n d f u l of magic 
vitamins. I don't fuss too 
much about it because many 
people are on substandard 
diets and most v i t a m i n s 
won't do any harm taken in 
any reasonable a m o u n t s . 
The exceptions are vitamin 
A and vitamin D, these in 
excess can be harmful, since 
the excess amount can be 
stored in the body. Vitamin 
E, the current vitamin fad, 
may not help anyone who 
eats right but it won't cause 
any harm either. 


Not only are vitamins plen- 


tiful in an adequate diet but 
many of our modern foods 
are enriched. 


Many of the health foods 


are fads. Their vitamins are 
not better than those in drug- 
stores or supermarkets. The 
latter are usually the cheap- 
est. The FDA r e g u l a t e s 
labeling of such products and 
they all must meet the stand- 
ards given on their labels. 
The big difference is the 
price. If you want to be a 
sucker and pay extra for 
buying the same product at 
a health food store that is 
your privilege.
